(Delayed)—Shortly 
before IO a. rn. yesterday three 
heavy Japanese bombers un­ 
loaded big bombs on a base 
hospital at Bataan, scoring di­ 
rect hits on exposed wards and 
wounding numerous soldiers, 
doctors and nurses. 
Weary, grim Filipino and 
American soldiers, wounded 
in the hitter front-line fight­ 
ing, were bombed out of their 
hospital beds. 
O n l y 
recently 
Japanese 
planes dropped stick bombs on 
the 
hospital 
base, 
clearly 
marked by white sheets form­ 
ing crosses. 
American pro­ 
tests drew an apology from 
the Japanese high command 
at Manila, which called it un­ 
intentional. 
Stop Amputation 
Dr. Edwin R. Nelson of 
Huntington, West Virginia, 
who had been working night 
and day in the operating room 
treating 
wounded 
soldiers, 
was in the midst of an ampu­ 
tation. 
The patient was un­ 
der a spinal anesthetic, and 
Nelson’s aides were trying to 
comfort him with assurance 
that the bombers were a safe 
distance away. 
A bomb struck the ward, 
and the surgeon and his staff 
dropped to the floor.

Do not double park in order th a t sufficient space 
will rem ain to perm it the free passage of ambulances and flre 
engines. 
If you are on the highway, park on the shoulder of the 
road, if possible. 
If you are walking on the street or lf your car has been parked, 
then go home if you can walk there in Ave minutes! 
Otherwise, 
take shelter in th e best available place, indoors if possible! 
Keep calm and cool, rem ain at home, don’t use the telephone! 
If you are on the street, don’t run—walk. 
Follow the instructions of the air raid warden and auxiliary 
police!

Harrisburg, April ll (AP)—Fish­ 
ing will be permitted 15 hours daily 
in the watershed of Spring creek, 
famous trout stream in Centre coun­ 
ty, during the trout season opening 
April 15.

BRITISH SUBS 
SINK 4 CRAFT 


London, April ll 
(AP) —British 
submarines, in one case defying a 
convoy's destroyer escort, have sunk 
four more Axis ships—two schoon­ 
ers and two supply vessels—in the 
Mediterranean, the admiralty an­ 
nounced Friday. 
One of the schooners, a com­ 
munique said, was laden with sugar 
and other stores bound for Tripoli, 
the Axis’ chief supply port in Libya. 
Both supply ships were reported 
sent down by a submarine com­ 
manded 
by 
Lieut.-Comm. 
P. 
S. 
Francis, whicii slipped up on a con­ 
voy despite its warship protection, 
ramming home two torpedoes on 
one large .supply ship and also sink­ 
ing another, of medium size in the 
same attack. 
British middle east general head 
quarters in Cairo meanwhile an­ 
nounced fighting with Axis columns 
in the Libyan battlefield Thursday 
in which some tanks and other ve 
hides were hit and set on fire. One 
engagement was fought north of 
Tengeder, 35 miles south of EJ 
Mechili. 
The British communique noted 
that Axis forces have remained sta­ 
tionary during the last two days 
without attempting to approach the 
British forward positions. 
The sinking of four additional 
Axis ships, which followed closely 
on the sinking of an Italian heavy 
cruiser in the Mediterranean, may 
force Field Marshal Erwin Rommel 
to

faster 
than 
expected 
against British positions in eastern 
Libya, a usually well informed Lon­ 
don source said.

Dr. A. C. Oorooran. Indianapolis, 
told members of the second Ameri­ 
can Congress of Obstetrics and 
Gynecology Friday of experiments 
underway at the Indianapolis City 
haspital 
in 
which 
terifflc 
heart 
thumping of high blood pressure has 
been brought under control by use 
of extracts from hog kidneys. 
Tile extract* have not been iden­ 
tified or analyzed, and until they 
are. they cannot be used generally. 
Dr. Corcoran explained tliat one 
cause of high blood pressure is 
partial Inactivation of blood vessels 
in the kidneys which causes them to 
secrete a substance known as renin 
When this goes Into tile blood 
stream it reacts with renln-activalor 
which stimulate* production of a 
tliird substance—angiotonin. 
The later acts directly on the 
heart to speed it up in an effort to 
overcome tile decreased blood sup­ 
ply of the small arteries of the kid­ 
neys. 
Thus, more renin is secret­ 
ed and the blood pumped faster un­ 
til the heart no longer is able to 
keep up. 
The new’extract evidently destroys 
the angiotonin, thus slowing down 
tile heart rate, enabling tile In­ 
dividual to calm down. 
In tests, it has been particularly 
successful in treatment of mothers 
with hypertension associated with 
pregnancy.

Corregidor Portress, April ti (A P ) (Delayed)— 
Nurses and soldiers of Bataan, dazed with the shock 
of battle, sought rest and sleep today within the 
walls of Corregidor fortress, itself battered by Japa­ 
nese bombs. 


They cattie last night, brave refugees from the 
long battle that 
was gloriously lost, swimming 
through shark-infested waters of the channel be­ 
tween Bataan and this Manila hay fortress, or row­ 


ing pitifully small boats through bombs and vicious 
machinegun blasts from enemy planes, 
exhausted. Hungry 
Nurses ,fatigued after days and nights of service 
in Bataan's hospitals under constant fire, stumbled 
ashore from the boats, so weary they could hardly 
walk. 
Civilians, too, any who dared to risk the trip 
from stricken Bataan, were among the arrivals. 
Those who swam were picked up in mid-channel 
by other small craft, saved from the sharks hut still 
harassed by the machinegun fire of diving enemy 
planes. 
I questioned soldiers who had gone night after 
night without sleep and who hail eaten but little dur­ 
ing those final days when they faced overwhelming 
odds. 
They had stood and fought, then retreated to 
stand and fight again, but while they tried to be 
obliging and tell of Bataan’s last hours, they wanted 
only one thing now— sleep. 


Soldiers Weep 
(tripped by this desire to sleep, their memory of 
experiences was unclear to them. 
They only knew 
that they were hungry, tired, sleepy. 
During the night we looked a c r o ss (he channel 
toward Bataan and heard booming explosions and 
saw many-colored fires a s the defenders, in their last 
defiant action, destroyed munition dumps and fuel, 
and anything else that might be valuable to the 
ever-pressing enemy. 
We on Corregidor had heard over short-wave 
radio from the Toited States of the fall of Bataan, 
after the defenders’ gallant three-month stand. 
The soldiers of Corregidor, themselves veterans 
of scores of pounding Japanese bombing raids, wept 
unashamed at the announcer's words: 
“ Bataan has fallen.” 
Reverent Silence 
It was the short-wave broadcast of “The Voice of 
Freedom.” from San Francisco. 


“ Filipino and American troops of this war-rav­ 
aged. blood stained peninsula have laid down their 
arms,” the announcer said. 


The soldiers listened in reverent silence. 
“ With 
heads bloody blit unbowed, they 
have 
yielded to the superior force and ll UBI bern of the 
enemy," the radio continued. 


“The world will long remember the epic struggle 
the Filipinos and Americans put up in the jungle 
fastness and along the rugged Bataan coast line, 
They have stood up without complaint under the

( 'orreeidor Portress, April 9 (A P ) (Delayed)— 
Nurses and soldiers of Bataan, dazed with the shock 
of bal tie, sought rest and sleep today within the 
walls of Corregidor fortress, itself haltered by Japa­ 
nese bombs. 


They came last night, brave refugees from (he 
long battle thai 
was gloriously lost, swimming 
through shark-infested waters of the channel be­ 
tween Bataan and this .Manila bay fortress, or row­ 


ing pitifully small boats through bombs and vicious 
machinegun blasts from enemy planes. 
Exhausted, Hungry 
Nurses .fatigued after days and nights of service 
in Bataan’s hospitals under constant tire, stumbled 
ashore from the boats, so weary they could hardly 
walk. 
Civilians, too. any who dared to risk the trip 
from stricken Bataan, were among the arrivals, 
Those who swam were picked up in mid-channel 
by other small craft, saved from the sharks hut still 
harassed by the machinegun fire of diving enemy 
planes. 
I questioned soldiers who had gone night after 
night without sleep and who had eaten but little dur­ 
ing those final d a y s when they faced overwhelming 
(Kids. 
They had stood and fought, then retreated to 
stand and fight again, hut while they tried to be 
obliging and tell of Bataan's last hours, they wanted 
only one thing now— sleep. 


Soldiers Weep 
Gripped by this desire to sleep, their memory of 
experiences was unclear to them. 
They only knew 
that they were hungry, tired, sleepy. 
During the night we looked a cro ss (he channel 
toward Bataan and heard booming explosions and 
saw many-colored fires as the defenders, in their last 
defiant action, destroyed munition dumps and fuel, 
and anything else that might he valuable to the 
ever-pressing enemy. 
We on Corregidor had heard over short-wave 
radio from the t oited States of the fall of Bataan, 
after the defenders’ gallant three-month stand. 
The soldiers of Corregidor, themselves veterans 
ut scores of pounding Japanese bombing raid s, wept 
unashamed at the announcer's words: 
"Bataan has fallen." 
Reverent Silence 
It was the short-wave broadcast of "The Voice of 
Freedom," from San Francisco. 


"Filipino and American troops of this war-rav­ 
aged. blcHKi stained peninsula have laid down their 
arms," the announcer said. 


The soldiers listened in reverent silence. 
"With 
heads bloody but unbowed, they 
have 
yielded to the superior force and numbers of the 
enemy,’* the radio continued. 


"The world will long remember the epic struggle 
the Filipinos and Americans put up in the jungle 
fastness and along the rugged Bataan coast line, 
They have ntood up without complaint under the 
constant and gruelling fire of the enemy for more 
than three months— 


While much has been said of these Filipinos and 
Americans and their leaders fighting on Bataan, 
those w ha have seen them in action hope to he able 
some day to inform the world lo the fullest of their 
performance which, with pen dipped in blood, wrote 
unequaled pages of heroic history.
